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In my overview of 1993 reported in 
the last Bulletin, I suggested that there 
were going to be some "tough 
decisions in "93." Well, the first tough 
decision is upon us. We need to 
debate and decide at the AIA 
Michigan Business Meeting at Expo 
93 whether to allow AIA Michigan to 
make a special, one-time assessment 
of the membership for $100. This as- 
sessment will support the efforts of the 
Government Affairs Committee to 
combat the attacks against our profes- 
sion. The money raised with this as- 
sessment, in addition to contributions 
from AIA National and shared con- 
tributions from CEC, MSRLS, and 
MSPE, will fund an effort which is 
scheduled to take approximately 18 
months to conclusion, The desired 
result is to once again have control 
over the profession and for the State 
of Michigan to fulfill its obligation to 
the health, safety and welfare of the 
public. The strategies to control un- 
licensed practice, defeat the 
"homebuilders’ bill," and defeat inte- 
rior design licensing are being refined 
by our task forces and the expert 
government affairs, legal and com- 
munications counsel we have hired. 
The particulars of the various 
strategies will be discussed at the Busi- 
ness Meeting. 

The proposed assessment has been 
criticized because the special issue it 
addresses does not affect the majority 
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of the membership, For the past two 
years, I have visited each Chapter a 
minimum of twice. Unlicensed prac- 
tice is the first and foremost concern 
that is voiced, overwhelmingly. 
Eighty-five (85) percent of our mem- 
bership is in private practice, with 
firms of three people or less. How- 
ever, this issue is not just for the small 
practitioner, There is large scale, 
design build work, for example, that is 
not meeting the requirements of the 
law and involves multi-million dollar 
projects. We are being cut out of the 
building process and the health, safety 
and welfare of the people of Michigan 
is at stake. The collapse of a residen- 
tial deck with a singular death may not 
cause people to sit up and take notice, 
but we should not wait for a major 
catastrophe to act. 

It is unfortunate that we cannot do a 
mail-in ballot for this issue. Our 
bylaws do not allow it. It is, therefore, 
important that if you cannot make the 
meeting, your viewpoint be made 
through a Chapter spokesperson who 
will be in attendance or that you attend 
the meetings that are now occurring 
throughout the State to inform and 
debate the issues. Please make your 
viewpoint known! 

Finally, on a more positive note, I 
would be remiss not to invite you to 
attend the all-new Expo 93 and par- 
ticipate in both the continuing educa- 
tion seminars and the giant exhibit 
floor. This is the first exposition with 
CAM, and we are excited that a build- 
ing industry-wide coalition has been 
formed to put the show on. It is the 
beginning of making the largest build- 
ing and design exposition in the Mid- 
west. Plan to attend and participate!

He was awarded the Gold Medal from 
AIA Detroit in 1960 and was elected 
to the College of Fellows in 1961. Mr. 
Smith is survived by his wife, Helen, a 
grandson, Charles, and two brothers, 
Wendell and Robert. 


Paul L. van der Leek, AIA, 57, a 
member of AIA Grand Valley since 
1969, died on December 17, 1992. Mr. 
van der Leek was President of 
Progressive Architecture Engineering 
Planning in Grand Rapids. Prior to 
joining that firm, he was President of 
KSV Architects in Holland. Mr. van 
der Leek served the AIA on its Board 
of Directors and was also a Board 
member of the Interfaith Forum on 
Religious Art and Architecture. He is 
survived by his wife, Joyce, of Holland, 
three daughters and three sons-in-law, 
Judy and Randy Johnson, Brenda and 
Scott Visser, and Susan and Mark La- 
Fontaine, four grandchildren, a 
mother and mother-in-law, and 
brother and sister. 


Charles A. Blessing, FAIA-E, 80, a 
member of AIA Detroit since 1953, 
died on December 17, 1992 of 
respiratory failure in Henry Ford 
Hospital. Mr. Blessing was suffering 
from Parkinson’s Disease, and his 
health had been deteriorating since 
suffering a stroke in 1991. 

Mr. Blessing graduated from the 
University of Colorado with a B.S. in 
Architectural Engineering, and from 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
with a Bachelor of Architecture and a 
Masters in City Planning. He was one 
of the first American urban planners 
to have been trained as such. Mr. 
Blessing worked as a planner in New 


Hampshire, Chicago, Boston and 
Chicago again before coming to 
Detroit. After World War II, he 
worked as an urban planner in Tokyo 
to help rebuild Japan. He served as 
Director of the City Plan Commission 
in Detroit from 1953 to 1977, where he 
guided just about every building 
project in the City until his retirement 
a quarter century later. Mr. Blessing 
was the Chief Architect of such 
notable projects as Lafayette Park, 
Elmwood Park, the Civic Center, the 
Medical Center, expansion of the Cul- 
tural Center, the revitalization of 
Corktown, and laying plans for parks 
along the riverfront, From 1957 until 
the late 1970s, he taught city planning 
at Wayne State University in a pro- 
gram he helped found. In 1978, he was 
appointed Professor of Architecture 
at the University of Detroit. He 
retired in 1985. Mr. Blessing’s honors, 
professional accomplishments and af- 
filiations, and civic activities are end- 
less. For the AIA, he was honored for 
his contributions with the Charles A. 
Blessing Award for Lifetime Achieve- 
ment in 1992, the first Robert F, Hast- 
ings Award in 1978, a College of Fel- 
lows Special Citation in 1977, a Na- 
tional AIA Medal in 1976, the AIA 
Detroit Gold Medal in 1972, an AIA 
Citation for Excellence in Community 
Architecture in 1965, and Fellowship 
in 1963. 

Surviving are his wife of 52 years, 
Elizabeth Curtis Long Blessing, two 
sons, Bayard and Curtis, a daughter- 
in-law, Amanda Van Dusen, two 
grandchildren and a sister. 


The Bell Chapel of Wm. R. Hamilton 
Co. of Birmingham has arranged to 
have a young tree planted on 
Michigan’s public lands in memory of 
Mr. Blessing. The living memorial is 
part of a large endeavor, in support of 
the State of Michigan’s Conservation 
and Reforestation Programs, to re- 
store the landscape and the environ- 
ment with the eternal beauty of living 
trees.
